One tornada in the extreme south­ 
w e s te rn part of the state and went 
north, following the second 
tier of 
counties from the western boundary 
line. 
The other started in the north­ 
western ocorner of Hie state and went 
south also, to all Indication*, follow­ 
ing the second and third tier of coun­ 
ties. 
Reports were to the effect that the 
two tornadoes struck the 
following 
counties. 
Lafayette, Columbia. M iller, 
Pike. Howard.! Hemstead, Montgom­ 
ery. Yell, Pope. Johnson, Franklin and 
Carroll. 
The most severe storm was report­ 
ed to have struck Piney, a German 
settlement on the Iron Mountain ra il­ 
road between Knoxville and London. 
Late reports from Russellville were to 
the effect that between twelve and 
twenty people had been killed at Piney 
and about thirty Injured, 
The larger 
part of the town, according to indefi- 
nite and authentic reports, was wiped 
off the earth. 
But very little was known at Rus­ 
sellville concerning the disaster at 
Piney. 
One man returning to Russell­ 
ville from London brought the report 
and others reached the place from dif­ 
ferent sources, none of which 
was 
considered definite or reliable. 
Five lives 
were also reported to 
have been lost ten miles from M ul­ 
berry, where one of the tornadoes did 
great damage. 
The storms also visited Ozark, from 
where nothing has been heard as yet; 
Lodi, near Texarkana 
where 
three 
buildings were destroyed and a wo­ 
man Injured; Lew isville, in Lafayette 
county, where great damage was done 
to timber and fences and one house, 
barn and some livestock destroyed; 
Berryville, where three people were 
Injured one seriously and a number 
of residences were destroyed; Patmos 
where great damage is reported and 
Jethro and W allerville, which towns 
are reported to have been wiped off 
the map. 
Practically all telegraph aud tele­ 
phone lines In western Arkansas are 
down. 
Th** tornado also struck W alla W alla 
and Dyer, two other sm all towns, doing 
considerable damage. 
Paths ranging in width from two 
miles to a half m ile wide were swept 
ch an through towns, forests and open 
country.
